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Bulganin Makes 


New East-West 


Summit Meet Bid 


MOSCOW (Kyodo-UP)—Soviet Premier Nikolai 
Bulganin hinted Wednesday that the time is now ripe 
for a new personal meeting between leaders of East 


and West. 

Speaking at a Kremlin mass 
meeting in honor of a visiting 
Mongolian delegation, Bulgenin 
said that international tension 
has relaxed somewhat recently 
making the times more propi- 
tious for new East-West nego- 
tiations on international prob- 
lems. 

He + id he favored personal 
contacts with foreign leaders to 
discuss questions of peace. 


Placing the entire responsibi- 
lity for international tension on 
the Western powers, Bulganin 
singled out the United States, 
which he szcid has rejected 
“realistic Soviet proposals” to 
reduce tension. 

He said the Soviet Union 
wou!d continue its efforts to 
achieve substantial disarma- 
ment, to halt nuclear tests, and 
to outlaw nuclezr weapons. 


Premier Bulganin also declar- 
ed the Soviet Union “has no 
special interests” in the Middle 
East other than seeing peace 
and the Arab.nations’ indepen- 
dence guaranteed. 


The question of war and peace 


entirely depends on the 
Western powers, Bulganin said. 
He challenged the West to 


show by “means not words” its 
peaceful intentions. 


Among other things, Bul- 
ganin said the Soviet Govern- 
ment would continue its cam- 
paign for the admission of the 
Mongolian People’s Republic 
“to its rightful place” in the 
United Nations. 


He also noted that the visiting 
Mongolian delegation had ap- 
proved of the restoration of 
Soviet-Japanese diplomatic rela- 
tions and said Mongolia was 
prepared to do the same. 


But he warned in a speech 
broadcast by Radio Moscow that 
the West must choose betweén 
this peace and “the way of 
war.” He cautioned against 
“balancing on the brink.” 


Soviet’s Road Not 
Only One: Gomulka 


WARSAW (Kyodo-UP)—Po- 
lish Liberal Communist Wlady- 
slaw Gomulka declared Wednes- 
day that the Soviet “road to so- 
cialism” was not of necessity 
either acceptable or necessary 
to the rest of the world even if 
it had been free of Stalinism’s 


excesses. 
Gomulka, leader of Poland's 
“October Revolution” against 


Soviet control last year, made 
the statement to the first full 
convention of the Polish Com- 
munist Party Central Commit- 
tee since he returned to its lead- 


ership. 
The “cult of the individual’— 
in other: words, Stalinism— 


“caused many wrongs and dis- 
tortions but in spite of all this 
it is not this cult that is the 
characteristic feature of the 
Russian road to socialism,” he 
said.

Ishida Will 
Accompany

Chief Cabinet Secretary Hiro- 
hide Ishida will accompany 
Prime Minister Kishi on his 
forthcoming trip to Washington, 
it was decided last night. 


The decision was made at a 
conference of six Government 
and Liberal-Democratic leaders 
including Kishi, Ishida, Finance 
Minister Hayato Ikeda, Secre- 
tary-Genergl Takeo Miki, State 
Minister Mitsujiro Ishii and Ei- 
saku Sato. 

It was also agreed at the 
meeting that the reshuffle of the 
Cabinet and renovation of the 
party leadership will be carried 
out immediately after Kishi re- 
turns from his trip to America. 

The conference further agreed 
that the current Diet session 
ending Saturday will not be ex- 
tended and utmost efforts will 
be exerted to pass various pend- 
ing bills including the small and 
medium-sized enterprise organi- 
zation bill during the remaining 
three days of the session. 

The meeting further decided 
that the new policies of the 
Liberal-Democratic Party will 
be announced both at home and 
abroad following Kishi’s return 
from America. 

Leaving today for the United 
States by Northwest Orient Air- 
lines are three members of Ki- 
shi’s delegation: Liberal-De- 
mocratic Representative Shun- 
ichi Matsumoto, former Japanese 
Ambassador to London and at 
one time chief negotiator at 
the Japan-Russian peace parley; 
Renzo Sawada, former Ambas- 
sador to the United Nations, 
and Kogoro Uemura, vice-chair- 
man of the Federation of Eco- 
nomic Organizations, 

Kishi is scheduled to further 
explain his forthcoming trips 
at the plenary session of both 
Houses this afternoon and re- 
ply to questions by Socialist in- 
terpellators. 

Kishi is to visit Southeast 
Asia between May 20 and June 
4. He is scheduled to leave for. 
the U.S. on June 15.

Kishi Denies Statement 
Made to Buy Off U.S. 


Prime Minister Kishi denied 
yesterday that he had altered 
the interpretation of the Con- 
stitution for the purpose of win- 
ning concessions from the Unit- 
ed States Government in the 
course of his forthcoming Wash- 
ington visit late in June. 

Kishi was refuting charges 
from a Sociaiist member of the 
Diet that he had some reward 
from the U.S. in mind when he 
made the controversial remarks 
abouts Japan’s right.to possess 
small nuc!-ar weapons even un- 
der the present Japanese Con- 
stitution. 


Kanemitsu Tabata, a Socialist 
member of th2 House of Coun- 
cillors, voiced suspicion that 
the Prime Minister had adopted 
a “watered-down” interpretation 
of the Constitution to win con- 
cessions from the U.S. such as 
the return of administrative au- 
thority over Okinawa and revi 
sion of the Japan-U.S8. Security 
Treaty and the Administrative 
Agreement. 


Kishi, testifying at the Upper 
House plenary session, reaflirm- 
ed, however, his belief. that 
Japan can possess certain types 
of small nuclear weapons to ex- 
pel pressing dangers of external 
aggression. He said the Consti- 
tution does not deny Japan's 
right to self-defense. 

The Prime Minister said Japan 
is appealing for the suspension 
of nuclear bomb experiments 
from a humanitarian standpoint. 
The appeal, he said, had nothing 
to do with the interpretation of 
Constitutional provisions. 

He also denied that the pro- 
vision of the Fundamental Law 
on Atomic Energy prevents 
Japan from possessing certain 
types of nuclear weapons. The 
atomic energy law stipulates 
that Japan must maintain the 
principle of using atomic energy 
for peaceful purposes. 

Turning to Japanese-Soviet re- 
lations, Kishi said Japan could 
not sign a peace treaty with 
Russia unless and until the So- 
viets hand over Southern Kurile 
Islands to Japan. He pledged 
his Governments continued 
efforts to convey to the Russians 
the Japanese people’s strong 
opinion for the return of these 
islands.

Dr. Ralph E. Lapp said Tues- 
day night his feelings against 
atomic weapons had become 
stronger since visiting atomic 
victims in Japan. 

The visiting American physi- 
cist said. at the NikKatsu Inter- 
national Hotel, nowever, that 
his basic views remained un- 
changed. 

He said the best way to bring 
about prohibition of nuclear 
weapons was to egucate the peo- 
ple on the dangers of the bomb. 


Lapp took exception to the 
statement made by Dr. Willard 
F. Libby of the Atomic Energy 
Commission that strontium 90 
was harmless but said he. trust- 
ed the data offered by the scien- 
tist. 

Lapp arrived in Japan May 1 
to write a story on the victims 
of the No. 5 Fukuryu Maru, the 
boat which was dusted by atom- 
ic fallout while fishing near 
Bikini in March, 1954. 

Lapp said the most effective 
way to bring about a ban of 
atomic weapons was to educate 
the people in such a way that 
a strong public sentiment 
would be created against atom- 
ic tests and weapons.

World Bank President Eugene

The World Bank president 
came here May 6 to study the 
economic situation here and 
talk with government officials 
and leaders of business and fi- 
nancial circles. He first met 
Ikeda on May 7. 

Black said the amount of 
loans to Japan was not discuss- 
ed with Ikeda during yesterday’s 
conference. He said they dis- 
cussed a “loans program” as a 
whole but not in detail. 

Asked about easing loan con- 
ditions, he reiterated his state 
ment on arrival here that the 
Bank offers a loan only when it 
sees that it will be repaid and 
the project to which the loan 
is made shows promise of bein 
successful. ; 

Black said the Bank is trying 
to make the conditions “as flexi- 
ble as we can” as far as these 
two requirements are satisfac- 
torily met. 

He added that in the future, 
“business will be easier for us 
(the Bank and Japan) because 
we now know each other better.” 
He hoped that there will be less 
complaints in the future al- 
though people will never be 
satisfied with the conditions of 
banks, saying, “we have never 
found banks very’ popular.” 

Asked about raising of the in- 
terest from 5 per cent to 5.5 
per-eent per annum, he 
that the new rate has been ef- 
fective for sometime and the 
rate will be raised next time to 
5-5/8 per cent. He added the 
Bank would like to loan money 
at lower rates but it depends 
on the situation of the world. 

As to the development of 
Southeast Asia, Black said the 
Bank agrees with the Japanese 
view that it is a very important 
area. 


“We are more active in that 
area than in any other area of 
the* world,” he said. 

However, he made it clear 
that the World Bank has no 
established quota for any region 
of the world and it deals with 
each individual country. 

Asked about a loan to the 
Aichi irrigation project, the 
World Bank chief said negotia- 
tion on the subject will be start- 
ed shortly. 


Ikeda told a press conference 
after meeting Black that he 
plans to present to the World 
Bank as early as possible the 
Japanese program of inducing 
foreign capitals for the coming 
few years. 


He said Black asked him to 
present such an over-all program 
during the talk.

WASHINGTON (AP)—Presi- 
dent Eisenhower said Wednes-| 
day he believes the Russians 
are more serious about disarma- 
ment because they are feeling 
what he called the pinch of 
building and maintaining a 
trefnendous military organiza- 
tion. 


At a news conference, how- 
ever, he declined to predict cur- 
rent East-West . disarmament 
talks would eventually result 
in a limited agreement for arms 
inspection. 

Despite the improved Rus- 
sian attitude, the President 
predicted there will be many 
arguments among .East-West 
negotiators on disarmament. 
The Soviets, he said, will seek 
to gain as big an advantage as 
they can. 


On the other hand, he said 
the American Government willi 
insist on an agreement embody- 
ing what he called a quid pro 
quo—that is, an even exchange 
of concessions. 


Eisenhower said that to say 
there is now real hope for a 
disarmament accord would not 
be justified. But, he said, the 
West must not give up hope of 
this because it would mean 
consigning the world to what 
he cailed a desperate fate.

This 
announcement of uranium-pro- 
ducing ore means Japan will 
have the capability of pro 
ducing atomic or hydrogen 
bombs within 10 years.” 

He admitted it was an “out-

ful uses of atomic energy. But 
he said: “It’s also true.” 

His statement followed a 
series of speeches by Japanese 
atomic experts in which they 
made it clear that they intend 
to build and manufacture their 
Own nuclear power reactors 
“without foreign assistance” in 
the next few years. | 


American experts pointed out 
that it is a “big. jump” from 
nuclear power reactors to nu- 
clear equipment capable of pro- 
ducing atomic or hydrogen 
bombs, 


But as one American in- 
dustrial atomic expert, who has 
attended all sessions of the con- 
fererice, said: “I’ve been in the 
Muclear field long enough to 
know we have no monopoly on 
scientific knowhow.” 

Another atomic expert, who 
has had 12 years in the nuclear 
field, said he has serious doubts 
we should be telling foreign 
countries “as much as we know. 

“But it. follows, as night fol- 
lows day, that the Japanese do 
have—or shortly will have— 
atomic reactors, uranium sup-

with them what they will. 

“The crucial question, to my 
mind, is whether they have 
now or will have the inclina- 
tion to develop their nuclear 
knowhow along the destructive 
uses of atomic energy. 

“But one thing’s certain, It 
will be their decision in a few 
years, not ours.” 


In the United Nation’s 
atmosphere which permeated 
this conference attended by 14 
countries, there has been no 
talk or suggestion from the Ja- 
panese on the uses of atomic 
energy for any but peaceful 
purposes. 

One American Government 
Official, who is not a delegate 
to the. conference, said: “We 
recognize the probability that 
Japan will have atomic capapili- 
ties someday. 

“However, we must decide to 
aid them as friends, and trust 
them to make an intelligent ap- 
plication of what they learn. 
Otherwise, they would reach 
atomic capabilities some day in 
the future without our aid, and

London reports quoted the 
British press as accusing Amer- 
ican atomic officials in Tokyo 
of “foul play” and charged 
them with trying to “wreck 
prospects of British nuclear 
equipment sales in Japan by 
deliberate misrepresentation.” 

An Associated Press dispatch 
from London said Britain had 
been viewing the American 
“sales pitch” in Tokyo with 
uneasiness as “the Japanese 
deal (to Britain) would be 
worth at least £40 million 
($112 million).” 

As the British press stormed, 
U.S. atomic energy expert 
Charles Robbins called the To- 
kyo conference a “tremendous 
success.” 

Robbins, executive manager 
of the U.S. Atomic Industrial 
Forum—which along with its 
Japanese counterpart sponsored 
the three-day exchange of atom- 
ic know-how—declared: “The 
conference has given Japan an 
awful lot of information and 
has advanced the time con- 
siderably when Japan will 
make commercial application 
of atomic energy.” 

Praise also came from Kiyo- 
haru Utsumi, president of the 
Electric Power Development 
Company. He _ said: “The 
conference has cast a bright 
light on the future of atomic 
development in Japan.” 

As Japanese industrialists 
lauded the United States for its 
cooperation in providing Japan 
with atomic energy data, Utsumi 
also called for the immediate de- 
velopment of atoms-for-peace in 
Japan. 

Utsumi said: “Contrary to the 
expectations of the general pub- 
lic, the time for initiating the 
use of atomic power is near at 
hand.” 

Attending the Tokyo confer- 
ence were more than 70 Amer- 
ican industrialists, scientists, 
Government officials, more than 
1,500 Japanese and delegates 
and observers of some 15 other 
countries. 

Japan, faced with the choice 
of importing a nuclear reactor 
from Britain or the United 
States, has not yet made any 
decision, Japanese officials said. 

Utsumi told a news confer- 
ence that Japan wants to im- 
port the most economical type 
of reactor. 

“We can’t spread our energy. 
We want to concentrate on one 
or two types,” he said, “but we 
have no authorization to buy 
now.” 


Earlier, it had been. claimed 
that Japan was bent on buying 
a Calder Hall reactor from Brit- 
ain. Yesterday, it was stated 
that Japan seemed to be desert- 
ing this idea in favor of buying 
an American reactor. 

Utsumi spoke highly of Amer- 
ica’s efforts to harness the atom 
for peaceful uses, 

He said: “America holds the 
largest number of nuclear sci- 
entists, physicists and chemists. 
It is expending enormous 
amounts of money and«in the 
near future it should excel other 
countries in atomic energy de- 
velopment , . . America should 
supply the best reactors in the 
world some day.”

Ask U.S. Aid

A panel of Japanese indus- 
trialists said yesterday that 
Japan is approaching its atomic 
age, needs American help and 
nuclear know-how and wants to 
build its own reactors. 

Eleven spoke on problems of 
developing atomic energy in 
Japan at the joint U.S.-Japan 
Atomic Industrial Forum. 

Several called for quick con- 
clusion of a bilateral atomic 
treaty. Virtually all stressed 
Japan’s need for release of more 
American atomic information, 
and for training Japanese in 
America. 

Many expressed concern that 
they could obtain’ enriched 
uranium only from America. 
Kaneo Niwa, president of Mitsu- 
bishi Shipbuilding, said Japan 
must develop atomic powered 
ships concurrently with its ef- 
forts to obtain nuclear-generat- 
ed electricity. 

Chairman Chikara Kurata of 
the Japan Machinery Federa- 
tion, said Japan’s ultimate goal 
is “complete domestic produc- 
tion” of nuclear reactors. One 
Japanese model is now being 
designed, he said. 

“We wish the United States 
to favor us with technical infor- 
mation,” conclude technical 
agreements and train “our atom- 
ic industrial engineers , ,. . in 
all phases of nuclear energy 
techniques,” he stated.

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*The Incredible

Last year the single book 
which kept me up past my 
normal bed-time, kept me up all 
night as a matter of fact, was 
not Dostoevsky nor Proust nor 
even Baby-san. It was instead a 
paper-back number I'd picked 
up called “The Shrinking Man” 
by someone I'd never heard of 
named Richard Matheson. What 
kept me engrossed until dawn 
‘was not the beauty of the writ- 
ing nor the psychological per- 
ception of the author. It was 
rather the brute fact of the plot: 
a man, for reasons never fully 
explained, gets smaller and 
smaller, day by day, until he is 
no more than a mite running 
around in his own basement. 
Art aside, it was a fascinating 
advent ire story and, art added, 
I thought what a wonderful 
film it would make. 


And so it has. Universal-Inter- 
national bought it up, hired the 
author to write his own screen- 
play, gave the special-effects 
boys a free hand, untied the 
strings of the larger money 
bags, the film was made and it 
turns out to be rather wonder- 
ful. 

Perhaps I’m partial because I 
liked the book. Onc is inclined 
to think well of any volume 
which manages to keep one up 
all night just as one often 
praises a large book simply be- 
cause One has somehow or other 
gotten through it. Still, it does 
strik® me that a film like “The 
Incredible Shrinking Man” rep- 
resents screen entertainment 
at its best. Only the movies 
can present the unreal in. believ- 
ably realistic terms and only the 
movies can successfully com- 
pound the true from the false, 

diverting us to belief. 


The appeal of both book and 
film, to be sure, rests on the. 
elemental level of simple curi- 
osity: what will happen next, 
and next, and next. But, in a 
film made with the skill of this 
one, animal curiosity is always 
rewarded. There is a monstrous 
cat which attacks the unfortun- 
ate man when he is living in a 
doll’s house his wife gets for 
him; there is a fearful flood 
when the basement gas heater 
lets loose and there is a quite 
horrible spider. One is moved 
helplessly from adventure to ad- 
venture and toward the end of 
the last reel even the self-con- 
scious giggles from tne would- 
be sophisticated elements of the 
audience cease. 


It is a thoroughly compelling 
experience, perhaps because not 
only the plot but also the theme 
is so elemental. It is about 
man’s will to survive against all 
odds and the shrinking man, 
like Job and the Count of Monte 
Cristo, has something timeless 
about him because he lives in 
all of us. As such his story 
deserves a place among those 
few films which, though fan- 
tasy, have reminded us of our 
smallness and our strength: 
Lionel Barrymore’s “Devil 


Shrinking Man’ 


Doll,” the superb “Dr. Cyclops,” 
and that epic of man’s vulner- 
ability, “King Kong.” 

One of the charms of the film 
is that, except at the end, it 
doesn't seem to know how good 
it is. The last scene is full of 
mystic mouthings I couldn't 
understand but until that time 
the concern of the makers was 
not in Creating an allegory of 
man against fate but in making 
a film which would be enter- 
taining and, ultimately, make 
money for the company. They 
have succeeded on all counts, 
including the allegorical, and 
one may judge for oneself by 
going to the Shibuya Pantheon, 
the Shinjuku Milanoza or the 
Shochiku Academy where it 
begins tomorrow. 


‘La Strada’

Like all stories about the cir- 

cus and carnival men, La 

Strada, the Italien film to open 

at Scalaza Friday, has the do- 

minant note of pathos in its 

traditional parody of iife but 

the way this is expressed by its 

author is far from being tradi- 
tional. 


Federico Fellini, who was 
scriptwriter for Rosellini for 
many years (Open City, Paisan 
and Europe 51, etc.) takes a 
bold original approéch in this 
most famous of his directing 
work. Noted for his technical 
artifice, Fellini knows how to 
retain a few telling strokes and 
impart a drive to the seeming- 
ly random assortment of incon- 
sequential episodes, : 


While capeble of keenest 
realism, he seems peculiarly in- 
different to the narrative de- 
tails of the story and refuses 
to have his film governed by a 
superficial logic. La Strada is 
so abstract and symbolic that 
interpretation of it will differ 
with each viewer, But, few 
can doubt that this represents 
a peak in cinema art as a 
means of expressing life. 


Man’s life, he seems to say,} 


is a tragedy, no matter how it 
is lived, and man takes life 
only in emotional terms with- 
out ever understanding it. Fel- 
lini gives a keen pictorial ex- 


‘pression to this concept with 


his boldly original characters 
and scenes. 


The three predominating 
characters in Le Strada—Zam- 
pani (Anthony Quinn), the cir- 
cus performing man, Gelsomina 
(Giulietta Masina), his _half- 
witted wife whom he had 
bought from a starving mother, 
and an acrobatic clown (Richard 
Basehart)—are no ordinary 
storybook characters but an 
embodiment of life and nature. 
They are there to suggest 
something beyond the physical 
show. Theirs is no realistic 
portreyal of the ordinary men 
and women; what they portray 
in fact are subnormal’ charac- 
ters.

biya Hall last Thursday eve. 
ning. Mr. Saito offered instead 
a varied, but, nonetheless, a 
most interesting program, with 


scarcely a note of worn-out 


music. 

The purely orchestral por- 
tion of this program opened 
with a ncvelty—the first sym- 
phony by the contemporary Ja- 
panese composer, Komei Abe, 
previously known for music in 
smaller forms—and was brought 
to a close with Prokofiev's 
satirical “Lieutenant Kije” 
Suite and Kodaly’s thoroughly 
enjoyable five gypsy “Dances 
from Galanta.” 

Mr. Saito’s forthright inter- 
pretations were executed with 
vigor and considerable relish. 
The instrumentalists responded 
with crisp and lively playing, 
and even with some unusually 
good solo contributions, notably 
from the principal oboe and 
clarinet in the Kodaly num- 
bers. 

There was, however, somé 
instrumental helter-skelter in 
the allegro fastoso of Kije’s 
“Wedding” and in the “Troika,” 
and there was something to. be 
desired in the orchestral sound, 
but the rhythmic verve of the 
interpretation as a whole com- 
pensated for any lack of 
ultimate finesse. This is one of 
Prokofiev’s most sparkling and 
rollicking scores, and it sounds 
as fresh today as it did when 
it first appeared in 1934 as 
music accompanying the film. 

The music of Mr. Abe’s sym- 
phony also proved to be a re- 
freshing experience by the fact 
that it was easier to approach 
than any other Japanese com- 
position I’ve heard in a long 
time. Indeed, it presented no 
complexities (“rara avis,” Mr. 
Abe is the type of composer 
who eschews musical sophistica- 
tion as much as he does per- 
sonal ostentation). 

Waile his symphony is ingen- 
iously spiced with rhythmic 
and dynamic devices, especially 
notable in its two outer move- 


ments, the composer, however, 
makes no attempt at clever 
facility. Purely conventional 
style, the composition is yet 
neatly and even imaginatively 
constructed. 

Some of the music hearkens 
back to certain obvious models, 
but such eclecticism did not 
seem objectionable, for Mr. Abe 
put enough substance and: in- 
vention into his score. His 
music, therefore, did not sound 
like a tissue of cliches, as is 80 
often the case with the “new” 
music one hears on these pro 
grams. But there was sufficient 
emotional and rhythmic vitality 
to keep the momentum going, 
which is only interrupted by the 
introduction in the middle 
movement of a short sentiment- 
al tune. This, the composer 
tells us in a program note, is a 
reminiscence of his boyhood 
days. 

Mr. Abe is to be commended 
for having written an honest 
and sincerely felt piece of 
music—a rare privilege these 
days—a work whose formal de- 
velopment, by no means rigid, 
is always clear. 

Vocal splendor was still an- 
other feature of this program, 
and this was provided by the 
visiting American soprano, Geor- 
gia Laster, who appeared as 
soloist in selections by Handel, 
Mendelssohn, Mario Castelnuovo- 
Tedesco, and George Gershwin, 
with a group of spirituals 
thrown in for good measure. 

She sang musically through- 
out. Truth to say, she sounded 
a bit tentative in the oratorio 
arias and her vocal line on this 
occasion was not always firmly 
poised. But her fresh-toned 
voice was a pleasure to listen 
to. Her style, too, was apt and 
her phrasing of “Hear Ye, 
Israel!” (“Elijah”) was effective- 
ly accomplished. In this and in 
the famous, but difficult, aria “I 
Know That My Redeemer 
Liveth” (“Messiah”) she manag- 
ed the music with fine feeling. 
One more pleasure was Miss 
Laster’s rendition of Ruth’s 
aria from Castelnuovo-Tedesco’s 
cantata “Naomi and Ruth,”— 
this was truly a song of radiant 
beauty.

(b) In line with the above, 
the Bank of Japan has decisive- 
ly exerted its true function as 
the guardian of monetary 
stability. 

(c) Moral suasion alone is 
not an effective credit control 
“instrument.” 

(d) Policy agreement be- 
tween the Bank of Japan and 
the Ministry of Finance was 
achieved as regards checking 
of economic excesses by raising 
Official rates, to be followed by 
upping of bank loan rates and 
demand deposit rates. : 

(e) Psychological effects of 
the official rate changes on 
banks and business in general 
are expected. 

(f) This will lead to meas- 
ures to tighten import financing. 

(g) Relation between credit 
squeezing and the positive Gov- 
ernment Budget and foreign 
currency budget will bear 
watching. 

In the meantime the mone- 
tary authorities will keep their 
fingers crossed as it will re 
quire several months before the 
discount policy will begin to 
bear fruit.

April Trade 
Totals Shrink 


Validated exports in April to 
taled $230,738,000, according to 
an announcement by the Min- 
istry of International Trade 
and Industry Wednesday. 

The figure represented a drop 
of 9.4 per cent from the pre- 
vious month. | 

The announcment said _ it 
would be possible for Japan to 
achieve the annual export tar- 
get of $2,800 million if . the 
monthly exports were kept at 
this level during the remaining 
months of the year. 

The exports classified accord- 
ing to export areas comprised 
$110,365,000 to the dollar area, 
an increase of 0.3 per cent over 
March and $98,092,000, to the 
sterling area, a decline of 19.6 
per cent from March. 

The open-account trade figure 
registered $22,281,000—a drop of 
0.8 per cent from the previous 
month. 

Also yesterday the Finance 
Ministry announced Japan’s 
foreign trade for the first 10 
days of May showed an un- 
favorable balance of $93,769,000. 

The announcement based on 
customs statistics said imports 
during the period reached $138, 
475,000 or $13,719,000 less than 
the last 10 days of April. 

Exports amounted to $44,706,- 
000, also representing a shrink- 
age of $22,769,000. 

The unfavorable export figure 
Was caused by the decrease in 
textiles, nonferrous metal, ma- 
chinery and cement exports. 

The relatively high import 
was attributed to active pur- 
chases of rayon pulp, coal, raw 
hide, iron ore, sugar and potas- 
sium fertilizer,

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Nuclear Weapon Tests 
The exchange of notes between the United States and 
Japan on the subject of atomic tests does not add much to 
what is already known on this subject which has been so 


widely discussed of late. 


The American attitude is that the forthcoming Nevada 
tests will not result in any significant addition to radiation 
level throughout the world. These tests are to be made 
with low-yield fission devices and only when weather condi- 


tions are most favorable. 


The American Government reaffirms its sympathy with 
the desire of the Japanese people that the use of nuclear 
energy be limited exclusively to peaceful purposes and that 

- all nuclear weapon tests be suspended, and emphasizes that 
these are the objectives which it has been seeking to attain 
since 1946, the most recent American proposals to these 
ends being contained in the statement made on January 
14 this year in the United Nations General Assembly. But 
it says that the Soviet Government, however, has obstruct- 
ed progress toward control of the nuclear threat and the 


_ ending of the tests. 


It would seem that Japan has now done everything she 
possibly can by making ‘repeated representations to the 
Governments of Britain, the United States and the Soviet 


Union to get some practical 
control.

We believe that Dr. Matsushita’s journey has been of 
great value in drawing world-wide attention to various 
aspects of the radioactivity danger but the whole problem 
is of such magnitude that no immediate all-out solution 


seems possible.

As we see it, the question of nuclear weapon tests is 
only part of the still greater problem that must be faced 
of the dangers of the use of atomic energy for all pur- 
poses—including commercial and industrial applications. 
The discovery of the means to do what is required to safe- 


guard humanity is a matter for the scientists. 


The role of 


Governments is to see that their ultimate findings, when 
these are reached with the necessary amount of unanimity, 
are to ensure that the necessary action is taken. And so 
great in size and importance is the issue that this can 
only be done through an international agency which should 
form part of the United Nations. 

At present scientists are somewhat divided as to the 
global consequences of the nuclear weapon tests that have 
taken, and are to take, place, while the question of leakages 
from commercial undertakings has not yet reached that 


pressing importance it is likely to do hereafter. 


What 


is certain is that mankind has got to learn to live with 
atomic energy and its uses and every effort must be made 
to discover how to do this in the best way. And it is 
hardly thinkable that man, who has discovered this great 
new force, will not be able to control its practical applica- 


tions. 


Meanwhile, political measures to reduce international 
tensions that might lead to an atomic war are cailed for. If 
successful, these should have the effect of making the 
nations concerned reduce the number of their nuclear 
weapon tests until such time as an international con- 
vention on the subject becomes possible. 


Angry Baseball Fans 
When a crowd of people goes on a rampage destroy- 
ing property and threatening public peace, little can be 
said in its defense. But people in crowds, when they get 
excited, may do things they wouldn’t do normally; and 
whoever is running the show should be fully prepared for 


that. 


The riot at Korakuen Stadium last Tuesday night is a 
typical case of failure to understand mob psychology. And

The problem suggested here is one that transcends the 
argument between baseball fans and game officials. 
Wherever large crowds are assembled there is an inherent 


danger. 


The frequent disasters in this country are at- 


tributed usually to unpredictable occurrences, but alrnost 
always the damage and casualty list is high because of 
poor supervision over the excited people. 

Fortunately the Korakuen riot was not on the order 
of a disaster, though it could have been. The point is 
that the persons in charge need to be better aware of 
their responsibility and knowledgeable of the art of tact.

Portrait of a Premier 


Prime Minister Kishi at Work and Play Shows His Human Side 


Kishi is going to visit Wash- 
ington in the dual role of a 
Prime Minister and a Foreign 
Minister. He saw postwar Amer- 
ica and met with top level U.S. 
Government leaders and poli- 
ticlans for the first time when 
he was secretary-general of his 
party and accompanied the late 
Foreign Minister Mamoru Shi- 
gemitsu and the former Agri- 
culture-Forestry Minister Ichiro 
Kono to the United States in 
the sunfmer of 1955. 


Kishi’s relationship with: the 
United States, however, began 
much earlier. He had stayed 
there for about six months in 
1926 when he was a 30-year-old 
official of the now defunct Com- 
merce Ministry. 


An international fair was held 
in Philadelphia that year, and 
Kishi was sent there to super- 
vise the construction and man- 
agement of a Japanese pavilion. 

Kishi left for the United 
States with high hopes for ac- 
quiring skill in three fields— 
social dancing, golf and driving 
acar. He accomplished his first 
ambition with the help of a 
beautiful American girl who 
worked at the Japanese pavi- 
lion, 


As for golf, Kishi claims 1926 
was a momentous year in the 
That 
was the year when Bobby 
Jones made a clean sweep of 
the American and British am- 
ateur and open tournaments. 
“It was also the year,” stresses 
Kishi, “when I, now the Prime 
Minister of Japan, took up golf- 
ing!” 

Strong Approach 

Kishi still makes it a practice 
to spend Sundays on some golf 
link near Tokyo. Golfing is his 
sole diversion and at the same 
time his prescription for health. 
After 30 years on the links, how- 
ever, Kishi is no expert by nor- 
mal standards. 


There was a time when his 
handicap was only 13 but now 
it has fallen to around 20. His 
drives do not go far, but he is 
known to be fairly strong in his 
approaches. 


These same _ characteristics 
may be said to mark his politi- 
cal techniques. Kishi excels in 
bunker and trouble shots which 
could be taken as indications he 
has a special gift for overcom- 
ing diplomatic crises also. 


Kishi is obviously not a 
strong man in games of chance 
like poker. Rather, he is the 


type who reaches his goal me- 
thodically and step by step. 


When Kishi was in Philadel- 
phia, the Japanese Ambassador 
to the United States was the 
late Tsuneo Matsudaira, father 
.of Princess Chichibu who later 
became Minister of the Imperial 
Household and President of the 
House of Councillors; the Con- 
sul-General in New York was 
Hiroshi Saito who became Am- 
bassador to Washington; and the 
navy attache was the late Iso- 
roku Yamamoto who became 
commander of the Pacific fleet 
and died in a plane accident 
during World War II. 


Duty at Fair 


Both Saito and Yamamoto 
were tough poker players, and 
it seems they squeezed quite a 
bit of pocket money from the 
young Commerce Ministry offi- 
cial from Japan. : 


A game of chess would have 
suited Kishi’s temperament bet- 
ter than games of bluff like 
poker. Actually the Prime Min- 
ister holds a fifth rank in the 
Japan Chess Institute. 


One of the biggest attractions 
at the 1926 Philadelphia Fair, 
Kishi recalls, was a pagoda 
made of pearls entered in the 
Japaneze pavilion by Mikimoto. 
Every stone in the garden sur- 
rounding the pagoda was also 
said to have been studded with 
pearls.

During his stay in Philadel- 
— Kishi stayed with his 
elpers in a house near Fair- 
mont Park rented for them by 
the Japanese Embassy. When 
the American residents in the 
neighborhood first learned the 
house was going to be occupied 
by Japanese, they raised a howl 
of protest to the landlord. The 
landlord was in a fix, but Kishi 
and his suite moved in any- 
way because the contract had 
already been signed. 


One night, Kishi invited his 
hostile neighbors to dinner. Be- 
fore the evening was over, the 
Americans were glad they got 
to know him and expressed visi- 
ble surprise that there were in- 
telligent and sensible men like 
him in Japan. 


Kishi still remembers that in- 
cident and is going to Washing- 
toi. with the firm belief that 
face-to-face talks is the best way 
of dispellin, misunderstandings. 


And when any misunder- 
standing that might exist be- 
tween Japan and the U.S. has 
melted away as it did in Phila- 
delphia three decades ago, he 
says the way will have been 
cleared for building a durable 
foundation for American-Japa- 
nese friendship. This, in short, 
is the objective of Kishi’s forth- 
coming trip to the United 
States. 

Represents Asia 


The Prime Minister once said 
to this writer that the United 
States is superior to Japan in 
virtually every field but one— 
Japan knows Asia and the 
Asian people better than the 
United States because it is a 
part of Asia itself. 


“I am going to Washington as 
a representative of Asia’s Ja- 
pan and intend to state my 
views frankly as a Japanese 
from Asia,” he said. ' 


Kishi is obviously placing a 
big stake in his U.S. visit. He 
wants to open up a new centu- 
ry for Japanese-American rela- 
tions. This year happens to be 
the hundredth anniversary of 
Townsend Harris’s talk with 
the Edo Government. 

One of Kishi’s biggest head- 
aches is the issue of Communist 
China. He is anxious to find 
out in Washington’ exactly 
where the United States stands 
on the issue and form Japan’s 
own policies accordingly. This 
is obviously the point that the 
United States is also most eager 
to sound out from Kishi. 

The top level talks in Wash- 
ington will no doubt heavily in- 
fluence the future course of 
Japanese politics. From all in- 
dications, Kishi is tackling his 
responsibilities on the dssump- 
tion that he will remain in office 
for some time to come, The 
postwar ‘battle for power be- 
tween Shigeru Yoshida and 
Ichiro Hatoyama is now over, 
and factional strife inside the 
conservative camp itself is gra- 
dually fizzling out, 

Like the golf he plays, Kishi 
is not a long hitter in admin- 
istrative and diplomatic fields. 
But he gives the impression 
that he will chalk up a neat 
score in the final stretch, 


Kishi’s English 


There is every possibility 
that a Kishi era may come in 
Japan since he is obviously 
making long-range plans. Even 
if he should stay in office five 
years, he will be 65-years-old, 
still much younger than when 
Yoshida and Hatoyama were 
nominated Prime Ministers. Ki- 
shi’s U.S, trip is significant in 
many ways as the starting point 
of a long term administration. 

When Kishi’s first postwar 
trip to the United States was de- 


cided on two years ago, he 
found his English quite rusty. 
For three months before his 
departure, he spent two morn- 
ings a week, from 8 to 9 a.m., 
studying English conversation 
under Compton 
chief of the Tokyo bureau of 
Newsweek. 

He turned down all inter- 
views, no matter how urgent, 
during the alloted hours to de- 
vote himself solely to the pur- 
suit of English. -And he got to 
thé point where he could car- 
ry on an ordinary social con- 
versation without an interpre- 
One day Kishi was looking 
over on an Atami-bound train 
“Amid Those Storms—Thoughts 
and Adventures,” an eSsay by 
Winston Churchill which Paken- 
ham had assigned him as home 
work. A lady seated next to 
him asked him what he was 
reading and expressed surprise 
that a politician should be read- 
ing such intellectual books. She 
was under the impression that 
all they read were the Dick 
Tracy type of stories. 

New Starting Point 

Just recently, Kishi was in- 
vited to speak before the For. 
eign Correspondents’ Club in 
Tokyo. Before giving his ad- 
dress in English from a prepar- 
ed copy, he asked several of the 
members to grade him on his 
pronunciation and delivery. 

He did a good job and passed 
with flying colors. In his ad- 
dress before the American Con- 
gress, the Prime Minister will 
read his speech in English. He 
will, however, use an interpre- 
ter for all question and answer 
periods. 

Kishi realizes fully the signifi- 
cance of his trip to Washington. 
He looks upon it as a starting 
point for a new era in Japanese- 
American relations. As a good 
golfer he knows the importance 
of following through on his 
shots. And he is determined to 
follow-through the results he 
may obtain in Washington. 


Kishi, the country boy from. 


the small town or Tabuse, has 
come a long way. But he is 
as always looking ahead and 
starting out anew. His trip to 
the United States is viewed by 
him as another beginning to a 
period of understanding and 
friendship between the two 
countries.

Purple Butterfly 


All nations have their 
national flowers, and some also 
have national birds. Sakura or 
flowering cherry is the national 
flower of Japan, though some 
regard kiku or chrysanthemum 
as the symbolic blossom of the 
country. Kiji or Japanese 
pheasant is Japan’s national 
bird, because of its beautiful 
feathers. 


The Japan’ Society of 
Entomology has recently select- 
ed the Oomurasaki (large 
purple) as the national butterfly 
of Japan. It is almost four 
inches from the tip of one wing 
to the other. Its bright purple 
wings have white and yellow 


-marks, and red spots on the 


edge of the wings. 


Many butterflies are beautiful, 
but no other kind comes near 
this Oomurasaki in beauty. It 
is really the queen of Japanese 
butterflies and deserves the 
honor of being selected as the 
national butterfly. 

It may also be mentioned 
that the late Dr. Tomitaro 
Makino, world-renowned bota- 
nist, pointed out the fuki (bog 
rhubarb) of Akita as the most 
outstanding of Japanese plants. 
The fuki of Akita stands seven 
feet high, and its leaf is about 
four feet across. Its stem is al- 
most five inches around. This 
plant has a characteristic of 
growing bigger in colder 
rather than warmer regions, 

Since early days in rural 
Akita districts, when the people 
are caught in a rain, they break 
off fuki leaves and use them 
as umbrellas. Such large fuki 
still grow in the district and 
cotton cloth with the impres- 
sion of the large fuki leaf are 
sold as souvenirs of the region. 

The large stem of the Akita 
fuki is eaten, but it does not 
taste as good as the smaller 
common variety which is widely 
used as a vegetable. 


What Next 


for Nasser?

CAIRO (AP)—The question 
intriguing this Arab world cap- 
ital is how President Nasser 
will meet the challenge of King 
Hussein’s breakaway from the 
Egyptian-led, four-power group 
called the liberated Arab front. 

It is generally felt a counter- 
move is in the making. 


Since Hussein came out on 
top in a struggle against Jor- 
dan’s pro-Egyptian extremists, 
Nasser himself has been out ot 
the public eye at a seaside hide- 
away near Alexandria—a favor- 
ed tactic in troubled times. 

He -hhas built up the reputa- 
tion of being flexible, patient 
and content to bide his time 
in his assumed role of leader of 
Panarab nationalism and a sym- 
bol of Arab unity. 


But as one Egyptian inform- 
ant remarked: “Nasser can 
hardly allow himself for long 
to be put in the position of ap- 
pearing to desert his ousted par- 
tisans in Jordan—men who have 
been shouting ‘Long live Nas- 
ser. ” 

These are the people, he ex- 
plained, who look to Nasser as 
a man of action and a “hero 
who can make the lest talk on 
Arab terms.” 

There is no doubt that Nas- 
ser’s prestige among the peopie 
is seriously affected. His con- 
trol over Egypt seems as com- 
plete as ever. 

The Egyptian press and 
Cairo’s radio “Voice of the 
Arabs” are keeping up propa- 
ganda pressure picturing Jor- 
dan as “one vast prison camp.” 
Without attacking Hussein per- 
sonally, government-backed 
newspapers such as Al Shaab 


and Al Gumhurriya are urging 
what they call “secret resist- 
ance” inside Jordan—a strong 
hint at infiltration. 


Egypt officially is trying to 
give the impression of a hands- 
off policy. The Government has 
deciared Egypt is “as jealous of 
Jordan’s independence as any 
other country.” ’ 


But no attempt is being made 
here to conceal fears about the 
loosening ties within the “libe- 
rated Arab front.” The front 
was formalized in Cairo last 
February at a meeting of heads 
of state of Syria, Jordan, Saudi 
Arabia and Egypt. 

On paper they are committed 
to pursue Nasser’s idea of posi- 
tive neutralism, meaning no 
foreign pacts, rejection of “im- 
perialism,” and constant striv- 
ing for Arab unity. 


Yet, Egypt and Syria now ap- 


pear isolated from the other two. 


partners. And Egyptian sources 
express worry that the Jordan 
developments may infect Syria, 
Egypt's main ally. 

Since King Saud’s acceptance 
of the Eisenhower Doctrine, 
there hasebeen a noticeable cool 
ing on Egypt’s part toward 
Saudi Arabia. 

The Egyptians are keeping a 


wary eye on the Saud visit to 
Baghdad, the capital of West- 
ern-minded Iraq. They appear 
to discern the possibility of a 
new emerging alignment, with 
King Hussein and King Saud 
moving closer to Iraq and Leba- 
non, another pro-Western Arab 
state, 

These developments come at 
an awkward time for Nasser. 
There is a pressing need for 
him to turn his attention to 
Egypt’s domestic affairs after 
months of international turmoil 
over the Suez Canal. 


Egypt now considers the Suez 
chapter closed. There is an ex- 
pressed desire to tackle econo- 
mic problems, industrial de- 
velopment and the job of rais- 
ing the country’s very iow liv- 
ing standard. 


The average Egyptian longs 
for a “return to normalcy.” The 
man on the street expresses him- 
self as weary of propaganda 
hammering against “American 
imperialists” and the Eisen- 
hower Doctrine, mainly out of 


fear this might entangle Egypt 
further in a big-power tug of 
war over the Middle East. 

The press is building up diver- 
sionary steam for the July elec- 
tion of the National Assembly— 
the first in five years and a 
carefully controlled tentative 
step toward democracy. 


Significantly, the government- 
backed newspaper El Gumhur 
riya announced the Justice Min- 
istry is drafting a law which 
would provide the death penalty 
for those “who weaken the peo- 
ples’ morale or break their spirit 
of or shake their 
faith.”

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We Take Second Place 


WASHINGTON—Secretary of 
Defense Charles E. Wilson’s an- 
nouncement that production of 
the B-52 heavy bomber will be 
Slashed by 25 per cent hardly 
caused a ripple. Actually, the 
announcement represents a 


» Major national policy decision, 


and its meaning ought to be 
well understood. Its basic 
meaning is quite simple. It 
means that the American Gov- 
ernment has decided to permit 
the Soviet Union to outstrip the 
United States in the production 
of long-rang? strategic bombers, 
2 field in which the United 
States only a few years ago 
reigned absolutely supreme. 
The inner history of the de- 
ci-ion to reduce the production 
target of B-52’s trom 20 a 
month to 15 a month is illumi- 
natirg. Las* spring Wilson 
himself announced, with con- 
siderable fanfare, that produc- 
tion of the heavy bomber would 
be stepped up to 20 a month 
by December of this year. 
There was a double motivation 
behind the announcement. 


For one thing, the Symington 
subcommittee on air power 
was breathing down the Ad- 
ministration’s neck in‘an elec- 
tion year. But that was by no 
means all. Wilson and his ad- 
visers were quite honestly scar- 
ed by intelligence estimates of 
Soviet heavy bomber produc- 
tion. These estimates, concurr- 
ed in by the entire “intelli- 
gence community,” put Soviet 
production of the Bison heavy 
jet bomber, the Soviet equiva- 
lent of the B-52, at the very 
high figure of 24 a month. 


The estimates presaged a 
clear Soviet superiority in long- 
range strategic air power in the 
near future, since B-52 produc- 
tion was at the time well under 
half the estimated Soviet pro- 
duction of Bisons. Gen. Curtis 
LeMay, Chief of the Strategic 
Air Command, argued _ that 
Soviet heavy bomber produc- 
tion should at least be matched 
by this country. He had the 
support of most of the air staff.

But to match the Soviets 
would have thrown the budget 
very badly out of whack. The 
decision to step up production 
t 20 a month by the end of 
this year was therefore a com- 
pr’ .ise. Air Force planning 
went ahead on the basis of that 
compromise. 

The plan celled for going as 
soon as possible to a minimum 
of 17 wings of B-52’s (there are 
45 B-52’s to a wing, plus 30 KC- 
135 aerial tankers). But as 
cost estimates of the 17-wing 
plan began to come if, Secre- 
tary Wilson became increasing- 
ly horrified, and Secretary of 
the Treasury Humphrey even 
more so. 

Then last fall, a new intelli-

Enough Food for Fifty Billion 
NANA 

Man may have the ability to 
increase the world’s industrial 
output 1,000 times that of to- 
day, as well as provide food 
for a world population of 50 
billion persons. 

Such was the estimate given 
at a recent meeting of the 
American Association for the 
Advancement of Science.

slippage in Bison production. 
The estimate, according to good 
authority, was an honest one— 
it was not a result. of political 
pressure. But it was certainly 
convenient. Although it warned 
that the Soviet production slip- 
page, which was rather minor 
anyway, was probably tempo- 
rary, it gave Wilson and the 
economizers just the talking 
point they needed. 

Accordingly, the Air Force 
heavy bombe-> program was cut 
back to 11 wings, accounting 
for almost $2 billion of the $4 
billion cut out of the whole Air 
Force program. Yet the produc- 
tion target was not then offi- 
cially reduced—the official in- 
tention was still to go to 20 
B-52’s a month this year, in or- 
der to create the 11 wings 
as soon as possibhie. 

But the pressure to cut back 
further jaas steadily mounted. 
Air Force spending this year 
will run more than $1 billion 
over previous estimates. To 
hold to the 20-a-month B-52 
schedule would endanger the 
sacred balanced budget, this at 
a time when the pressure for 
reduced spending and tax cuts 
is fiercer thar. ever. So the old 
terget has been abandoned, and 
production will be held to 15 
planes a month.

This will mean that the Strate- 
gic Air Force will be increasing- 
ly dependent on _ vulnerable 
bases abroad. Wilson cited the 
successful production of Con- 
vair’s B-58 bomber as one rea- 
son for the cutback. But the B- 
58, though a very fine plane, is a 
medium bomber, like its pre- 
decessor the B-47 (on which pro- 
duction has now ceased), and it 
can only operate efficiently from 
forward bases. Above all, the 
cutback will mean that the So- 
viets will soon attain a com- 
manding lead in aircraft capa- 
ble of operating efficiently at 
intercontinental range. No one 
contends that Soviet production 
of the Bison has slipped so 
badly that it will fall below the 
20-a-month mark. 


As a result of the cutback, the 
budget will no doubt be balanc- 
ed, and next year we shall no 
doubt enjoy a juicy little tax 
cut. But the time may come 
when we will look back on the 
juicy little tax cut, and wonder 
whether it was really worth it 
to take second place behind the 
Soviets in long-range strategic 


air power, so recently an
